Laws desirable in 
the open prairie country might not be 
acceptable to dwellers in the timber 
urea. Certain classes of legislation 
especially should be submitted to the 
people, such as an act as the pool- 
room act for instance. 

“T think it entirely necessary that 
the referendum and the initiative 
should be in effect in this province 
before we get our natural resources,” 
said George Hoadley. 

“Direct legislation would assure 
that the resources of the country 


shall not be stolen by private corpo- 
rations without the sanction of the 
people as « whole, which sanction 
would never be given.”

By provinces the total value of all 
field crops in 1911 was as follows:—

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CONVENTION OF FORESTRY 
ASSOCIATION A SUCCESS 


Great Interest is Taken in the 


Thirteenth Annual Conven- 


tion Held at Ottawa--Premier Borden and Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier Address the Gathering 


Ottawa, Ont.—TIhere were fully 500 
delegates in the city from all parts of 
Canada to attend the 13th annual con- 
vention of the Canadian Forestry As- 
sociation, which was opened by Pre- 
mier Borden and Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 

Mr. Borden said he felt it both a| 
pleasure ‘and honor to welcome the | 
delegates to the convention to Ottawa 
on behalf of the Dominion Govern- 
ment. Mr. Borden called the attention 
of the audience to the fact that in 
some countries agricultural land is/ 
surveyed and a report mgde telling | 


what each district is suitable for. | 

Various kinds of soil are classified 
as suitable for growing certain crops. | 
Unfortunately, he said, Canada is| 
showing a great deal of discrimination | 
in soil of the forests. Forest land is 
cleared that should be reserved and) 


The Premier complimented the As- 
sociation on the educational and valu- 
able work it was doing. The Govern-| 
ment welcomed any suggestion from 
the Association that will lead to the 
preservation of the forests and stop | 
the tendency to prodigality and waste. 

In conclusio: Mr, Borden assured | 
the convention that the Government 
appreciates fully what the Associa- 
tion is doing and promised co-opera- 
tign in the work. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said he cordially 
welcomed the delegates to the city 
and felt glad that he could agree with 
Mr. Borden on one thing at least. 
This was in his attitude toward the 
Forestry Association. 

“It has taken Canada a long time 
to realize that the forests were the 
most important assets of the country. 
We must reserve what nature has in- 
tended should be reserved.” 

George E. Chown, of Kingston, in 
his presidential address, reviewed the 
work of the year and the advances in 
the work of conservation. He made a 
vigorous plea for an  aggres- 
sive policy. He said that the Associa-! 
tion had aroused public sentiment and 
must now bring that opinion to bear 
in securing a forward movement. The 
things for which the Association 
should work are especially: 


(1) The taking of forestry services, 
both Dominion and Provincial, out of 
politics, making way ,for technically 
trained men. 

(2) A permanent forestry policy 
and especially a progressive policy 
with regard to the treatment of for- 
estry reserves. ; 

(3) Some efficient manner of 
guarding against forest fires. 

Mr. Chown stated that he was pleas- 
ed to know that in the same city, at 
the same time. the Railway Commis- 
sion was meeting with a view to put- 
ting through legislation to appoint fire 
wardens along the lines of railway 
in order to protect the forests. Less 
talk and resolve and more action were 
necessary to get the Dominion and 
Provincial Governments to do some- 
thing to save the forests. | 

He was pleased to know that the 
Prime Minister was willing to bring 
the outside forestry Civil Service un- 
der the Civil Service Act, but he 
thought that the Association should 
have in its employ a trained forester 
to give advice when {it was necessary. 

Archdeacon Robert J. Renison, of} 
Moose Jaw, said the Forestry Depart- 
ment had been sending out as fire 
rangers men who did not know the dif- 
ference between a frying pan anda 
paddle. He was not opposed to uni- 
versity students as fire rangers but 
he was pleading for the cause of the | 
Indian. { 

“The time hae come,” he sald, “for | 
the white man to-get right with the 
Indians. We have in the Northland 


hundreds and hundreds of Indians 
whom I consider an asset to the coun- 
try. I hope the Dominion and the Pro- 
vinces will use the Indian in his nat- 
ural environment, He is a good Can- 
adian and would make a good official, 
not only as a fire ranger, but as u 
game warden.” 

Mr. R. P. Campbell, Dominion Sup-; 
erintendent of Forestry, agreed wiih 
Archdeacon Renison with reference 


{to the use of intelligent Indians fur 


the conservation of forest areas. 

Mr. Campbell said that at the north 
of Lake Winnipeg, arrangements had 
already been made to employ the In- 
dians as fire rangers and that their 
use would probably be extended. 

In regard to college students as fire 
rangers, Mr. Aubrey White, Deputy | 
Minister of Lands and Forests for On- 
tario, said that on the whole they had 
not given poor service. An educated | 
man of 22 was better for the purpose | 
than an unintelligent lumberjack. The 
Crown lands department intended the 
exclusion of students so long as they 
were not otherwise qualified, but they | 
intended to show no favor to any spec-/ 
jal class of man. 

If forests are to be protected from 
fires then the appointment of fire| 
rangers must be taken away from the} 
realms of political favoritism. | 

This is the opinion of the. majority 
of the delegates as expressed at the/ 
afternoon session. | 

“So long as politicians appoint fire | 
rangers, there always will be forest | 
fires,” said Professor James Macoun, 
of the Geological Survey, in the course 
of a discussion on the report of fire 
legislation submitted by Dr. B. E. Fer- 
now, of the Faculty of Forestry, in the 
University of Toronto. 

“At the present it seems wholly im- 
possible to get efficient fire rangers, 
owing to political reasons,” corrobor- 
ated Mr. Clifford Pinchot, president 
of the American Conservation Associa- 
tion. These statements were recely- 
ed with great applause. 

Several other speakers censured the 
present system that allows inexper- 
fenced college students to act as fire 
rangers, 

Mr. BE. B. Rochester, of the E. B. 
Eddy Co, severely criticized the efforts 
of the Forestry Branch of the Govern- 
ment. He claimed that fifty per cent. 
of the stutents sent out as fire rang- 


ers were positively useless for the 
He advised engaging compe- 
tent lumbermen and experienced 
woodsmen. Indians, he said. like a 
good many white men, could not be 
relied upon. 

The Hon. Sydney Fisher, ex-Min- 
ister of Agriculture, said that the late 
government had legislated according 
to the advice submitted by the For- 
estry Association at the convention 
held in Quebec. Railway companies 
are now held responsible for fires near 
the railroads and made to pay, up to 
$5,000 Aamages, if an effort is made 
to extinguish the fires and more than 
this if no effort is made to prevent a 
fire from spreading. 

He explained that the railway com- 
mission had power to enact regula. |

FAVOR PORT . NELSON 


CLAIM NELSON HAS ADVANTAGES 
OVER PORT CHURCHILL 


The Hydrographic Survey Showe that 
Port Nelson Has a Number of Ad- 
vantages—Closer to Winnipeg and 
Le Pas Than Port Churchill, and 
Grades are Also Better—May be 
Final Selection of Government. 
Ottawa, Ont.—A map has just been 

completed and will shortly be issued 

by the hydrographic branch of the 
department of marine and fisheries, 
which throws new light on the ques- 
tion of the feasibility of Port Nelson 
as a terminal for the Hudson Bay 
railroad. The impression has been 
general that the harbor at Nelson was | 
so shallow and the sand so shifting 
that it would only be at a tremendous 
expense that protection for vessels 
could be secured, Fort Churchill has 
been usually favored by navigators as 

being superior to Port Nelson as a}! 

harbor, 

Last summer the hydrographers who 
accompanied the steamer Stanley to| 
Hudson Bay took a careful and pains- 
taking survey of Port Nelson harbor. 
The result of their survey has been 
embodied ip a map which is now com- | 
pleted. It shows that there is a wide 
channel of from twenty to sixty feet) 
deep in the Nelson river. The few 
shoals. could be easily removed and a 
passage of from one to four miles wide 
could be secured well up the river to 
where’ the railroad terminals would 
be located. A proteetion wall for the 
the roadstead, for it could hardly be 
called a harbor, could apparently, ac- 
cording to the map, be constructed 
with a reasonable expense. 

The map which has been issued is 
the most valuable recent addition to 
the information at the command of 
the government on the question of the 
two ports, and also the route through 
the bay and the straits. While no de- 
cision as to which port will be select- 
ed as terminal has been made, if Nel- 
s0n proves as satisfactory as the hy- 
drographers’ map would show, it is 
likely to be the choice. It has a num- 
ber of advantages, In the first place 
Nelson is a little closer to the west- 
ern wheat fields than Churchill, and 
every mile saved in the railroad haul 
is so much in the pockets of the far- 
mers. From Le Pas to Nelson is 
about thirty miles shorter than to 
Churchill. 

The grades to Nelson is said to be 
a little better than those to Churchill, 
Nelson ajso is some hundred and 
twenty miles closer to Winnipeg than 
Churchill. With the terminals and 
harbor at Nelson, the proposed Win- 
nipeg to Hudson Bay railroad would 
avail itself of the facilities, and Mani- 
toba grain could be saved the extra 
haul. Then Ontario intends to ex- 
tend the T.N.R.O. railway, its ow2 
provincial owned line, through to the 
bay, and {ft is looking to Nelson as a 
port. so that if Nelson is selected it 
would suit both Ontario and the west. 

If the harbor, then, is suitable and 
can be made without too great an 
expense perfectly safe, everything 
favors its final selection by the gov- 
ernment. 

It is doubtful if anything definite 
will be done until the expedition, 
which will be sent out this spring has 
reported. Preparations are already 
being made for to send a well-equip- 
ped ship, which, in addition to report: | 
ing on the ‘two harbors, will make!

List of New Towns Which Will Soon 
be Placed on the Nap 

Winnipeg, Man.—Altogether 
Canadian Northern will open 
new towns thig year along the com- 
pany's lines in the Prairie Provinces. 
Provision has been made to place an 
additional twenty on the market. It 
is expected they will be held over 
until 1912.

The Jack Fish 
line, running from North Battleford 
to Athabasca Landing wi'l welcome 
the appearance of four new to vn sites, 
Probably the best of these wil! be 
one which will be known «s Mervin. 
Three will be placed on the Shell 
brooke-North Battleford branch, On 
the Thunderhill branch, runn'ne from 
Swan River to “Humboldt. asranjre- 
ments will be made to put thr.e ad- 
ditional town sites on the market. Siv 
will be located on the main line west 
of Edmonton. Among these will be 
Tollerton, which has been decided up- 
on as the first divisional point west 
cf Edmonton, It is located on the 
banks of the MacLeod River. Six 
will be located on the Dunvegan line. 
which runs between Edmonton and 
Peace River. On the Brazeau coal 
branch, running from the Vegreville- 
Calgary branch to Rocky Mountain 
House, it has been decided to open 
up six other new towns. Two of them 
will be designated Sylvan Lake and 
Rocky Mountain House. Two will be 
established on the Edmonton-Cal- 
gary line. Five will be located on 
the Calgary-Lethbridge line; twon on 
the main line running to the Inter- 
national boundary: four on the Mary- 
field-Lethbridge extension, west of 
Radville; five on the line between 
Henry and Swift Current, These will 
include the new town of Gravelburg, 
which is expected to be the best the 
company has to offer in the West this 
year.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Text of the Leseon, Luke Ul, 1-17, 
Memory Verses, 16, 17—Goiden Text 
Matt. iii, 2—Commentary Preparea 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


The first two verses of our less 
introduce us to serve men who were, 
in a certain sense, great men, but 
only one was truly great, Caesar, 

late, Herod and Philip were great 
n the eyes of the world of politics as 
earth rulers, Annas and Caiaphas as 
high priests were great in the eyes 
of religious people, but only of John 
could it be truly said “great in the 
eyes of the Lord,” “not a greater pro: 
phet than John the Baptist” (Luke 4, 
15; vii, 28), He was also filled with 
the Holy Spirit from his birth, so he 
must have spent his time in the wild: 
erness with God in a very special way 

We read seven times in Num, tv, 
that the priests began their ministry 
when abowt thirty years of age, 80 we 
Judge from verse 23 of our lessor 
chapter that John, as well as Jesus 
begin their public ministry at that 
age, He knew when to come fortk 
and begin, because “the word of God 
came unto him.” So the'word of the 
Lord came unto him in whose spirit 
and power he went forth (I Kingt 
xvii, 2, 8). From Gen, xv. 1 where we 
read that “the word of the Lord came 
into Abraham,’ how many times we 
find the statement and how much 1 
means of definite commission from 
heaven. How very strong it is is 
Ezek. 1, 3, where we read, “The wor! 
of the Lord came expressly unto Ezek 
jal, the priest.” Unless we each fo 
ourselves hear His voice in His wort 
His book is not to us what it migh 
be.
